Report of the Stevens High School Committee. 


The Stevens High School Committee presents the fol- 
lowing report. 

Stevens High School has enjoyed a high degree of pros- 
perity during the past year. The Teachers have been 


faithful and laborious, and have fully maintained the pre- 
vious high standing of the School. 


Arthur J. Swain, A. M., has been continued as Principal, 
at a salary of $1590. Miss Lucia F. Clark, was an assis- 
tant teacher until the close of the Spring term, 1875, at a 
salary of $700. Miss Sarah A. Vinton has been contin- 
ued as an assistant teacher, with a salary of $600. Miss 
Abbie E. Reed was an assistant teacher during the Winter 
and Spring Terms, being employed but half of each day, 
with a salary of $234. Miss Ellen E. Hamilton, has © 
been employed as an assistant teacher, commencing with 
the Fall Term, 1875, at a salary of $500. Mrs. Charles 
Taylor was the teacher of vocal music, during the Winter 
and Spring Terms, 1875, at a salary of $ 156 per year. 

The position of Janitor has been filled by one of the 
scholars, at a salary of $150 per year. 

The scholars of the School have been, generally, diligent 
and studious, regular in their attendance and deportment, 
and have merited the approbation of their teachers and of 
the Committee. It is believed that they realize and appre- 
ciate their superior opportunities for mental improvement. 
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The following. donations have been received, during the 
past year. 

From Hon. Hosea W. Parker, useful maps.and public 
documents. From the State of New Hampshire, public 
documents. From Prof. Reiley, of Rutgers College, val- 
uable minerals. From Teachers and Scholars, portrait of 
Prof. Longfellow, books and apparatus. -From the man- 


agers of a Spelling match, the sum of fifty dollars and 


thirty-five cents, for the purchase of books of reference Xe. 

The school is well supplied with books of reference, ap- 
paratus &. 

The defects in the roof of the School building have not 
been entirely remedied, and some further attention in that 
direction is needed. 

The widening of Middle St. will require the removal of 
the hedge on that street; and the hedge on Summer St., 
being worthless, should also be removed and the whole be 
replaced by a substantial fence. 


The average attendance of Scholars, during the first. 


year of the School, was eighty-eight, and the average at- 
tendance for the past year has been about one hundred. 


About two hundred volumes of valuable books have — 


been added to the Fiske Free Library, by the generosity 
of Samuel P. Fiske, Esq. Charles G. Stevens, Esq., 
a former resident, has presented bound voulmes containing 
the complete file of the ‘“‘ National Eagle” for the first nine 
years of its existence—to which T. J. Lasier has added the 
entire file of the same while he was its publisher, which 
have been bound and placed in the Library, without ex- 
pense to its fund.

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Report of the Trustees of the Stevens High 
School Fund. 


The original amount of the fund received was $ 10,000, 
which is now invested in notes, secured by mortgage’ on 
land in the State of Iowa, at ten per cent., per annum. The 
income from the fund, for the seven months from December 
Ist, 1874, to July Ist, 1875, has been $ 422.00; and for the 
six months from July Ist, 1875, to January Ist, 1876, $ 500. 
00; which amount has been paid over to the Selectmen of the 
Town. The Trustees have also paid over to the Selectmen, the 
further sum of $ 1,068.68, which sum represents the amount 
of gain on securities bought and sold, with the interest ac- 
crued thereon, in the Sullivan Savings Institution, and now 
withdrawn by the Trustees, in accordance with a vote of 
the, Town at their last annual meeting, and paid over to 
the Selectmen. 

The Trustees would further say that they have received 
nothing from the estate of Mr. Stevens, either as principal 
or interest of the Legacy of $ 40,000. 00, which they had 
hoped to have obtained during the year.

FIRE DEPARTMENT. 
Chief Kngineer’s Report. 


The Chief Engineer respectfully reports the Fire De- 
partment to be in good order and condition, and ready, at 
any time, for active service. 

There has been, during the past year, an unusual num- 
ber of fires and alarms of fire among us—more than in 
any one year for many years before. These are as 
follows— 

March 12, destruction of the house of Thomas Burns; 
an alarm from Walker’s shop on North St.; one from the 
Sugar River Mill Co.’s Saw Mill; one from Hart’s Steam 
Saw Mill, April24; May 9, burning of Fisher’s barn; May 
13, alarm of fire at house of Albert Straw; from Dowlin’s 
_ house on Sullivan St., May 28, and same day, from Hart’s 
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Mill; one from Monadnock Flannel Mill, June2; July 4, 
fire in basement of Rand’s Block; Sept. 13, fire in Perry’s 
Block; Oct. 19, fire in house of Otis F. R. Waite; Nov. 
4, burning of house of William Hoban; Jan. 1, 1876, fire 
in tenement over shop of Blood & Woodcock. 

At all times, when called upon, the department have 
been promptly on hand, and have done good service. They 
have been greatly aided by the hydrants operated in con- 
nection with the Monadnock Mills and the new Paper 
Mill. There has been purchased for the use of the depart- 
ment, during the year, two hundred feet of hose, and the 
two reservoirs, voted by the town at their last March meet- 
ing, have been located and the materials purchased for 
their construction. One of these is to be at the corner of 
Myrtle and Walnut streets, and one on what is known as 
Severance street. 

We would recommend that offers of bounty money to 
the fire companies, such as have been voted by the town for 
the last two years, be dispensed with; as we are of the 
opinion that they have, upon the whole, operated injuri-. 
ously. We also recommend that the compensation of fire- 
men be increased to ten dollars besides the usual compen- 
sation fer actual service at fires.

COMMON SCHOOLS OF CLAREMONT. 


For the year ending March, 1876. 


In accordance with the provisions of the statute, the Su- 
perintendent of the Common Schools of Claremont presents 
the following report: 

A school has been kept in each of the nineteen districts of 
which your Committee has supervision, for at least two 
terms, and in eight districts, there have been three terms in 
the year. 

There have been sixty-four schools, the past year, taught 
in the nineteen districts. Thirty-three different teachers 
have been employed—thirty females and three males. 

Nine teachers never had taught before. The teachers for 
the most part have been faithful. Whenever instances of 
failure have occurred it has been from want of proper govern- 
ment, rather than any lack of qualification to instruct. Book 
knowledge is but a small part of the material needed to 
make a successful teacher. In addition are needed firmness, 
patience, good judgment, and an ability to govern. 

The fact that some of the poorest schools have been where 
teachers were best known, seems to relieve us of a part of 
the responsibility in the matter. 

It is the opinion of your committee that young teachers are 
apt to succeed better out of their own districts. 

The law provides for one meeting annually, in each dis- 
trict, to provide for schools, elect officers,&c. These meet- 
ings should be more fully attended by the voters of the dis- 
tricts; and such measures should be discussed and adopted, 
as will ensure the advancement of the schools; and iu the 
choice of committees less attention should be given to ‘‘ ro- 
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tation” than to the securing of persons who are really inter- 
ested in common schools. 

Prudential committees do not exercise proper care in vis- 
iting the schools. Only five out of nineteen have made a 
visit during the year. 

Nearly all the schools in town suffer very much from irreg- 
ular attendence and tardiness. The average attendance is 
but little more than three-fourths of the whole number of 
scholars in school, while the registers this year report 2831 
tardy marks. 

Now this is a matter that the teacher cannot regulate nor 
remedy. Upon the parents devolve the duty and responsi- 
bility of seeing that their children are prompt at school 
every day. 

In looking over the registers I find the names of one hun- 
dred and twelve scholars who have not been absent nor tardy 
during the term: Their names-may be found under the ‘‘roll 
of honor.” 

District No. 17 carries the banner, having thirty-seven. 

It is the opinion of your committee that districts No. 1, 17 
and:15 ought to unite and form one district. 

Your committee believes this can be tried for one year 
without any expense for building school houses. 

There are in school districts No. 1, 17 and 15, nine achat 
rooms, capable of accommodating all the scholars in these 
districts. 

These three districts had $3,098.88 to expend for schools 
the past year. 

The foregoing, together with Roll of Honor and Statistical 
Table, is presented as my Report.
